Judge fra n k Sm ith in Q uarter Sessions ('c u rt after a night 
spent in deliberation. 
I he jurors made their report at 10.45 a. rn., a little’ more 
than 18 hours after they retired at 4.35 p. rn. yesterday. 
W illia m s took the sentence without an y show’ ol emotion. 
H e was sm iling when the jurors came in and retained his 
smile despite the death sentence, 
lo all outward appearances 
he was tile most composed person in the entire court room. 
I he verdict came som ewhat as a surprise. W hen the jury 
took the case yesterday, the general idea was they would re­ 
turn a verdict almost im m ediately, but when they did not, 
speculation began. R um or said they were divided I I to I for 
the death sentence w ith a lone juror holding out for life* im ­ 
prisonment. I here was a difference in opinion in the ju ry room 
but all questions of how m any wanted to pick the lighter pen 
ally ceased when they unanim ously condemned W illia m s to 
die.
